A. J. Frame, Waukesha, Active 
in Defeating ‘‘Asset 
Currency“ Movement. 


By the Associated Press. 

WAUKESHA, Wis., Oct. 4.—An- 
drew J. Frame, 88 years old, dean 
of Wisconsin bankers, died today. 
Seventy years a banker, Frame was 
tictive unt a few weeks ago as 
chairman of the board of the Wau- 
kesha National Bank. 

Andrew Jay Frame was known 
io financial circles as America's 
greatest country banker.” 

In the early years of the twenti- 
eth century Frame iaunched a fight 
against the then widely agitated 
proposal for “asset currency.” This 
involved the authorization of cur- 
rency issued by small banks, based 
on a first lien on their assets. His 
contention prevailed in spite of the 
advocacy of the policy by the 
American Bankers’ Association and 
many members of Congress. 

When the Federal Reserve bank 
bill was before Congress, Frame 
was invited by the chairmen of the 
Senate and House committees to 
appear before them as an expert, 
being the-only country banker to 
receive such recognition. At the 
1922 convention of the American 
Bankers’ Association he was the 
leader of the anti-branch bank 
forces. 

Fought Postal Savings Banks. 

He was an avowed opponent of 
postal savings banks and the single 
tax theory. Frequently he was 
among the speakers at the conven- 
tions of the American Bankers’ As- 
isociation and had addressed more 
than half of the state banking as- 


Sociations in the United States. He 


wat’ author of many monographs 
on banking subjects and articles 
for newspapers and magazines. In 
1913. when the Library of Congress 
issued a list of references on mone- 
tary questions, Frame was credited 
with 20 titles. Only three others 
had a larger number. 

Frame was born at Waukesha, 
Feb. 19, 1844. He was educated in 
the public schools. In 1862 he be- 
came an office boy in the Wauke- 
Sha County Bank, which later be- 
came the Waukesha National 
Bank. He rose to the presidency 
of the institution in 1880. He was 
twice chosen vice-président of the 
American Bankers’ Association. 

On Aug. 25, 1869. he married 
Miss Emma Julia Richardson ot 
Waukesha. They had three sons 
and a daughter. 
d Sanitarium. 

In 1894 Frame organized the 
Waukesha Malleable Iron Co., and 
eight years later the Waukesha 
Springs Sanitarium, of which he 
became chairman of the board. He 
held membership in the American 
Academy of Political and Social 
Science and the Academy of Po- 
litical Science.

“We have always considered 
ours an old-line firm, and have 
been perhaps even too conserva- 
tive in entertainment expendi- 
tures. 

“When a customer comes to 
town, you must be the first to meet 
him. You've got to supply him 
with a private car and keep him 
entertained until you either win or 
lose his business. 


“Constant Entertainment.” 


“There is a constant chain. of 
entertainment, and the firm that 
spends the most money and gets 
the most publicity can generally 
attract the business it is seeking. 
There is a lot of personal enter- 
tainment in this business nobody 
wants to think about after its 
over.“ ä 

The whole effect would be de- 
stroyed, Handlan said, if the cus- 
tomers ever learned that détailed 
reports were made of the money 
spent in entertaining them. They 
would not do business with us,” he 
said. 

The witness complimented the 
salesmanship of his brother, E. R. 
Handlan, in getting the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad to adopt as stand- 
ard equipment a new electric lan- 
tern made by the firm. E. R. 
brought that about in two years, 
a feat unheard of in the railway 
industry,” he said.

Defends Bonuses for Self. 
Handlan defended the payment 
of bonuses to himself and his 
brother, payments of which have 
been criticised by their sisters, The 
witness said their father, who 
founded the business, had estab- 
lished the policy of paying bonuses. 
Without the bonuses, he said, his 
salary of $13,500 a year and his 
brother's, $10,000, were inadequate, 
compared with the salaries of ex- 
ecutives in similar lines of bust 
ness. Bonuses, the witness said, 
brought his total compensation 
during the past 10 years up to 
about $17,000 a year. 

In explanation of why large 
profits were not earned during that 
period, he said that in one year 
the company's income tax was par- 
ticularly heavy. In other yéars, he 
said, unusual expenditures were 
incurred in changing methods of 
manufacture and building up the 
company’s prestige and facilities. 
He reviewed his own connection 
with the Hadlan-Buck firm, and 
the success with which it had 
changed, after the war, from the 
manufacture of oil burning lambs 
and signal devices to electrical 
equipment. 

The company was founded by his 
father in 1860 and the witness said 
he began as an office boy. He 
worked in every department, he

WASHINGTON; Oct. 4.—Finding 
of a fragment of human jaw which 
seems to show that man was in 
America almost as.early as the last 
ice age, is announced by the Smith- 
gonlan Institution. 

The jaw fragment, relic of sore 
prehistoric race, and crude bone 
and flint implements presumably 
made by the same people, were 
found in deep deposits of earth that 
apparently were laid down when 
the last great glaciers recede 
from the United States—estim.a‘ed 
at 15,000 to 30,000 years ago. With 
the human relics were many broken 
bones of animals. 

The relics, which may shed new 
light on the question of how long: 
man has lived in America, were 
found on Signal Butte in Western 
Nebraska by Dr. William D. Strong, 
| Smithsonian archeologist. 

The jaw fragment was in the 
lowest of four separate layers of 
relics, showing human beings lived 
on the Butte in four periods rang- 
ing from ancient times almost to 
the present. 

Relics in the lowest layer, said 
the Smithsonian announcement, 
“appear to date from shortly after 
the close of the last ice age, thus 
perhaps constituting some of the 
earliest evidence of man in the 
Western hemisphere. 

“Greatest interest attaches to the 
bottom layer v hich rested on what 
appear to be water-carried deposits 
which would seem to date from 
about the time of the recession of 
the Wisconsin drift, the last of the 
great glacial invasions of the area 
of the United States. This reces- 
sion took place approximately 15,- 
000 to 30,00 years ago. 

“Although the indications are 
strong that the lowest deposits are 
quite early post-pleistocene (the 
geological period just before mod- 
ern times) considerable geological 
research will be required to give the 
actual period.“

With bared heads, the tattered 
delegations stood in silent tribute 
to the two bonus marchers who 
were killed when the “army”. was 
ousted from the national capital.

Finds Gains Are 


Gold Standard, 
Slight; Tariff. 


Balances Trade, But Curtails It 


With Pound Sterling at $3.50 Financial N ag 


Feels Costs of Producing Goods Is 


Rising Above Other Countries. 


By the Associated Press, 

LONDON, Oct. 4.—England's 
year off the gold standard appears 
to bave brought the nation only 
very slight basic 
financial writers find after study 
of Government figures. 

Imports and exports have been 
more nearly balanced, largely the 
result of the new tariff policy, 
most of these writers say, but to- 
tal trade has declined and unem- 
ployment, after a brief decline, has 
mounted to a new peak just under 
3,000,000. 

In addition, labor troubles fer a 
time virtually paralyzed the key 
cotton industry, with 150,000 weav- 
ers on strike. 

Analyzing the year’s results, the 
Financial News comes to the con- 
clusion that “undoubtedly the out- 
standing feature is how extremely 
little difference the whole thing 
has made.” 

What worries English business 
writers is the continued shrinkage 
in foreign trade, including domin- 
ions. Overseas trade is and has 
been for centuries England's chief 
outlet, and although a new schoal 
of thought urges more assiduous 
cultivation of the home patch, it 
remains 80. 

Big Drop in Trade. 

Trade returns by the Board of 
Trade show that imports in August 
totaled 63,312,814 pounds, or 11. 
968,229 pounds (about $39,800,000 
at current exchange levels) less 
than last year, and 26,540,000 
pounds (about $92,890,000) less 
than 1930. 

Exports ~- totaled 28,551,786 
pounds (about $99,931,000), which 
was 585,129 pounds (about $2,- 
047,950) less than last year, and 
14,225,000 pounds (about 649. 
787,500) below 1931’s August, 
when England was still on gold. 

Cotton, incidentally, showed an 
increase of around 286,000 pounds 
(about $1,000,000) for the month. 

The total adverse trade balance 
for the first eight moaths of 1932 
reached 184,938,000 pounds (about 
$647,283,.000), which was an in 
provement of 58,117,000 pounds 
over the same period in 1931. 

Unemployment Increases. 

In one sense this is considered 
reassuring. The tariffs do seem to 
be buttressing the nation’s finan- 
cial position, together with the bal- 
anced budget. 

But total trade is shrinking and 
that does not put men back to 


improvement, 


work. Still other factors must be 
considered. 

While British unemployment has 
steadily increased since the firat of 
the year, the increase has been no- 
where near that of the countries 
remaining on gold. The English 
increase is sstimated at 5.6 per 
cent. That of gold countries, aver- 
aged, is put at 20 per cent. French 
unemployment has risen 416 per 
cent, although in numbers f does 
not approach the English figure. 

Wholesale prices in England have 
remained fairly steady. July thows 
a decrease in wholesale prices of 
3.8 per cent, while those of the 
United States dropped 12.1 per cent 
over the previous year, according 
to the League of Nations figures. 
English retail prices decreased 1.4 
per cent, American 10.8 per cent, 
in the same period. 

Pound Sterling at $3.50. 

“The economist’s indices show 
an increase in wholesale prices since 
July from 99.5 to 107.1 in Britain, 
compared with a rise of 38.3 to 90.5 
in the United States. 

The pound sterling, meantime, 
has steadily declined, despite En- 
glish desires to have it stop around 
$4. Now it hovers close to the $3.50 
mark. 

This steady sag leads the Finan- 
cial News to the belief “that this 
country is steadily building a high- 
er cost and price structure relative- 
ly to that developing in other 
countries. And this means that we 
have gone a great deal further than 
merely adjusting our exchange rate 
to the disequilibrium previously ex- 
isting. 

“It meins that we are allowing a 
greater ¢.gree of disequilibrium to 
develop continuously, and are ad- 
justing our exchange to it.” 

No Guiding Policy. 

This journal cannot see any real 
guiding policy behind recent fi- 
nancial changes in England, and 
thinks they r.ay be “one more 
proof that ‘gold is the only auto- 
matically honest standard. 

Financial and economic author- 
ities are shy. of predictions, and 
although these figures are no, too 
promising, there is certainly some 
genuine feeling of recovery. : 

The monthly review of the West- 
minster Bank, one of the big insti- 
tutions, for example, feels that “if 
revival has not yet definitely begun. 
the stage has been set. The 
present opportunity, the most 
promising since the depresstol be- 
gan, is far too precious to be lost 
for want of courageous collective 


action.”

THOUSANDS WITHOUT SHELTER 
IN PUERTO RICAN STORM AREA 


Red Cross Officer After Survey 
Says Medical and Food Sup - 
plies Are Sufficient. 

SAN JUAN, Puerto Rico., Oct. 4. 
—The lack of shelter is endanger- 
ing thousands of lives in the Puer- 
to Rican area hit by last week's 
hurricane, George Smith, Red 
Cross officer, said yesterday after 
completing an inspection. Smith 
found medical and food supplies to 
be adequate and all emergency re- 
lief work, except the providing of 
shelter, to be well organized. 

The Red Cross is purchasing 
hammers, nails and other tools and 
materials to assist in the work of 
reconstruction. The relief commit- 
tee for hurricane sufferers an- 
nounced it had received gifts total- 
ing $13,727. The Liggett & Myers 
Tobacco Co. cabled $2000 and the 
McCormick Steamsh'~ Co. of San 
Francisco $1000.

MOVE IRELAND 
TO SEPARATE FROM 
BRITAIN REPORTED 


Valera Won’t Nominate 
Successor to Governor- 


By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Oct. 4.—Dispatches 
from Dublin to London newspapers 
contain unconfirmed rumors that 
President de Valera does not intend 
to nominate a successor to former 
Governor-General McNeill, who re- 
signed yesterday, and that the Free 
State plans to cut away entirely 
from the British Commonwealth. 

A dispatch to the Daily Mail says 
the question of continued member- 
ship of the Free State in the Com- 
monwealth probably will be raised 
tomorrow if negotiations are re- 
sumed by De Valera and J. H. 
Thomas, British Secretary for the 
Dominions. 

Referring to the report that no 
successor to McNeill will be nomi- 
nated, the Mail's political commen- 
tator says if it were true it would 
produce “a constitutional issue of 
the first magnitude, in which King 
George would be directly involved.” 

The Times, commenting on the 
King’s acceptance of the Free 
State Government’s advice that 
McNeill’s resignation be anounced, 
says the King acted not merely 
with propriety, but with common 
sense. 

If he had exercised his power to 
reject the advice, it says, De Valera 
probably would have resigned and 
brought about a general election in 
the Free State, in which the chief 
issue would have been the action 
of the crown in thwarting the 
wishes of the people’s elected rep- 
resentatives. 

Some papers here say De Valera 
also will again raise the question 
of the abolition of the oath of al- 
legiance and the Irish anzuity pay- 
ments at his conference with 
Thomas tomorrow. At Dublin a 
Government spokesman intimated 
the resignation of McNeill had re- 
Ynoved one obstacle to a settlement 

f the annuities dispute. 

It was said authoritatively that 
there would be a meeting here to- 
morrow between De Valera and 
members of the British Cabinet. 
The meeting will be concerned with 
the Anglo-Irish financial situation. 


ENGLISH LABOR PARTY CALLS 
FOR PRICE STABILIZATION 


Demands National Investment 
Board to Control New Public 
Issues. 

By the Associated Press. 

LEICESTER, England, Oct. 4.— 
Nationalization of the Bank of En- 
gland and all joint stock banks, 


stabilization of wholesale prices 
and creation of a national invest- 
ment board to control new public 
issues were demanded in a resolu- 
tion passed today at the annual La- 
bor party conference of Great Brit- 
ain. 

The party also demanded that 
emergency powers be taken by the 
Government to deal with any at- 
tempt by private individuals or in- 
stitutions to obstruct the Govern- 
ment, damage the national credit 
or create a financial panic. 

The convention yesterday con- 
demned any plan to terminate the 
British trade treaty with Soviet 
Russia, as recommended at the 
Ottawa Imperial Economic Con- 
ference. 

The party also urged a policy of. 
co-operation with the people of In- 
dia and assailed limitations imposed 
by the national Government.on the 
dole. _ 

Arthur Henderson, party leader, 
attacked the fiscal policy of the 
national Government as “Toryism 
without disguise,” and called for 
a greater measure of Socialism.

GERMANY TO ENTER 
WORLD MARKET AS 
EXPORTER OF GRAIN 


Increase of 3,000,000 Tons 
Over Last Year’s Crop Gives 
Nation Surplus. 


By the Associated Press. 

BERLIN, Oct. 4. — Germany is 
likely to enter competition with 
North and South American grain 
exporters in view of Government 
reports predicting this year’s crop 
of wheat and rye will total 12 500. 
000 tons. 

The increase in these two crops 
would be about 2,000,000 tons over 
the figure for last year. Adding the 
barley and oats crops, both of 
which show gains since the last 
harvest, the grain yield for the na- 
tion this year would be about 23. 
000,000 tons, an increase of 3,000,- 
000 tons over that of last year. 


With this surplus available, plans 


are being made for bartering the 
grain against Germanys needs in 
other branches of imports. 

It is possible that the good crops 
will form one of the Government’s 
chief obstacl-s in the way of m- 
augurating its policy for an “inde- 
pendent” Germany. Loss of the 
wheat and rye tonnage from the 
import column would carry with it 
shrinkage in revenue of about 200 
marks or $50 a ton. 

However, the country may be re- 
lieved of importing grain at the ex- 
pense of iis shrunken holdings of 
foreign currencies.

JAPANESE CABINET 


JOINS IN. ATTACK 
ON LEAGUE REPORT 


Sees No Reason to Changd 
Manchurian Policy Min- 
ister Leads Critics of thd 
C ee : 


TOKIO, Oct. 4.—The Cabinet, 
after consideration of the League of 
Nations Commission's report on 
Manchuria, decided today that 
there was no reason to alter its 
Manchurian policy, the essence of 
which is the separation of Mane 
chukuo from China and the maina 
tenance of its independence. 

Accounts of the meeting pub« 
lished in local newspapers agreed 
that War Minister Sadao Araki led 
the critics and was joined by ev. 
eral ministers. Araki said the ree 
port was merely “a diary of a forte 
night’s journey th-ough Mane 
churia” and showed inability te 
grasp fundamentals. As such, he 
said, it was unworthy of Japan's 
serious attention. 

The report of the League ine 
vestigators, headed by Lord Lytton 
of England, calls for a resumption 
of Chinese sovereignty in Mane 
churia. 

Japanese newspapers quoted «a 
spokesman for the Foreign Office 
today as saying United States Sec- 
retary of State Stimson's speech at 
Philadelphia last Saturday. in 
which he recounted the high spots 
of the foreign -relations record of 
President Hoover's administration, 
was a threat to the good relations 
between Japan and the United 


States. 

By again “speaking against 
Japan,” the spokesman was quoted 
as saying, Stimson offered further 
provocation, which was desscribed 
as “a serious matter.” 

The Japanese saw a close con- 
nection, he said, »etween Stimson’s 
speech, the publication of the Lyt« 
ton report at Geneva Sunday, in- 
ferentially condemning Japan's mil- 
itary activities in Manchuria, and 
continued concentration of the 
United States Navy in the Pacific. 

In the speech, Stimson praised 
the United States policy adopted 
during the Manchurian crisis last 
winter. ‘em phasizing, especially the 
declaration of the Amerſean policy 
of “*non-recognition of territories 
seized by force, made in the United 
States Government's note of Jan. 
7, 1932. 

The policy, the Secretary said,

To the Editor ot the Post-Dispatch: 

HB tarmers holiday movement, if 

the Middie West, is an honest and 

dynamic effort at seif-preservation. Con- 
fronted with ruinous prices for his pre- 
duce, overdue mortgages and oohf iscatory 
tates, the farmer’s plight is acute and 
distressing. Washington has failed him, 
a high protective tariff has closed his 
foreign markets, the banks refuse to re- 
new his loans, and, in desperation, he 
pleads for living prices at Sioux City and 
elsewhere, Gan America afford to let its 
agtioulture, that feeds the people, go on 
the rocks of bankruptcy? That is the 
farmer’s case, and the merits of it Can- 
hot be gainsaid. 

The weakness Of the holiday cause—is 
in lack of adequate and compelling or- 
gatiization. It the organisation had been 
complete and mobile, as prevails in busi- 
ness, & split between the co-ops and the 
nonco-ops would not have been think- 
able. Witness, if you please, one group 
withholding ita crops and picketing thé 
highway; while another independent 
group, in league with commission row, 
Was GAcé?r to sell. In localities Where the 
movement was 100 per cent complete or 
near it, Wheat was sold locally at à stand- 
ard price of 75 vents per bushel and at 
49 cents on the Chicago market; Irish po- 
tatoes that brought 20 cents per bushel 
in the field were advanced to 40 cents 
by the co-ops. ' 

This axfarian rébdellion is really a pro- 
test against a system that permits ex- 
change and commission speculators in 
foodsttffa to Mofopdlize and fix the price 
on products of the farm, when that right 
should vest in the farmer, whose labor 
and fields produced these crops. 

It is tundamental that tue rural pro- 
ducer Beige sercity consumer should be 
prougsm ‘hoa eee % as tO elini- 
nate céatly hauls, handiings and commis- 
sions that must be pald for by the city 
wage earner. If the chain store Gan re- 
duce the price, by cutting out clerk hire 
and free délivery, why cannot the farm- 
er still lower the price at thé basé of sup- 
plies, When he has no store rent, freight 
bills, licenses, city taxes, fuel. light and 
other urban upkeep to pay? The motor 
truck—the market on whééls—is the 
economic carrier that is destined to fil) 
the commercial gap between the farm 
and the city dinner table. 

Another evidence that the produce 
market is shifting to the farmer’s door is 
seen in nhtifmiberless highway stands, sub- 
urban and crossroads markets, and in 
the establishment of routes, selling direct 
to the city consumer. The fact that 
these institutions thrive and attract the 
public is proof of their popularity. 

If the holiday farmers aim to capture 
and permanently control our food mar- 
kets, as the logie of events foreshadows, 
it is imperative that they buy, build or 
hire their oon Warehouses, stock yards 
and machinery for distribution. That 
ifivolves a huge outlay, employment of 
traffic experts, interstate and internation- 
Al salesmanship; as successfully demon- 
@trated by the citrus fruit industry. 

It is thé Master of distribution, not the 
master of production, who holds the key 
to prices and profits on the food we eat. 
When the National Farmers’ Holiday As- 
Séciation is in possession of the machin- 
éry for the distribution ot its products, it 
will be market-wise and market-proof. 
Therein lies rehabilitation and independ- 
éfice for the farmer, Without consulting 
dirt doctors who sow and reap at Wash- 
ington.

So statesinanlike a document cannot but have a 
profound effect on woörid opinion. Regardless of 
whether or not its solution is accepted, the commis- 
on has shown the value of disinterested opinion, 


applied to a vexing conflict of nations. It has shown 
that the rule of forte and might, whieh once gov- 
erned world affairs, can no longer be used without 
arousing the world’s sense of justice and fairness in 
behalf of weaker nations. The quarrel between Japan 
and Cina is not one between equals, but between a 
ruthless, imperialistic, powerful country and one un- 
able to protect ita rights. 

Consideration of the Lytton-report by the League of 
Nations has been deferred, at Japan's request, until 
next Month, In the meantime, all the skill of Jap- 
anese diplomacy Will be empleyed in an attempt to 
discredit and repudiate it.

She does not come into court with clean 
hatids. No country in the world, Japan excepted, has

It is too much 
to ékpéct Japan to back down and accept the Lytton 
report, but such a move would not only redound to 
her interest in the long run, but would be a most im- 
portant contribution to the cause of peaceful séttle- 
ment of international disputes.

TRADING UNTIL 
1934, HE: SAYS 


PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 4.—Con- 
nie Mack of the Philadelphia Ath- 
letics, announced today that no 
player at present with the club 
will be sold or traded to a major 
league club. This policy, he said, 
holds. for the coming winter and 
the season of 1933. 

When Mack announced last 
week that he had sold Al Simmons, 
“Mule” Haas and Jimmy Dykes to 
the Chicago White Sox, he said he 
would make a further announce- 
ment at Shibe Park two days after 
the world series ended. 

“Simmons Best | Ever Had.” 

In stating hia policy, the veteran 
manager also said that at the end 
of 1933, if he desires to make 4 
trade or sell. no player would go 
to any of the first five clubs in the 
American League. 

Asked why he disposed of Sim- 
mons, Haas and Dykes, Mack said 
financial conditions “in a way” 
were a factor. Mack praised the 
three players he let go. 

„Al Simmons was the greatest 
outfielder ever to play with any 
team I ever managed, and one of 
the greatest players in the coun- 
try,” he said. “I hated to let him 
go, as well as ‘Mule’ Haas and Jim- 
my Dykes, but it was necessary to 
do 80. , 

“Attendance at the Athietics’ 
games this season was much lower 
than that in the previous season,” 
he added. “We went into the red 
heavily. We had one of the high- 
est salaried clubs in the league. 
Jimmy Dykes, for instance, was 
the highest paid third baseman in 
the American League.” 

The announcement - set at rest 
many rumors concerning the Ath- 
letics’ players who were expected 
to be traded after the recent sur- 
prise sale to the White Sox.

Even the Fans Sympathized. 


HE most popular defeat in 

history was the downfall of 
the Cubs in the late world series. 
Baseball men grinned, baseball 
“experts’’ thumped one another 
on the back by way of express- 
ing satisfaction at the complete 
overthrow of Chicago. Even 
Chicago fans took it calmly as if 
to say: “Well, they got what 
was coming to them.” 

This strange attitude, so for- 
eign to the “underdog” favorit- 
lem that usually characterizes 
baseball crowds, can be explained 
on the ground that a majority 
of baseball followers felt that 
the “eligibie” members of the 
Cubs had pulled a rather shab- 
by trick in excluding Hornsby 
from the world series money. 

A concensus very plainly heid 
that Hornsby, by reason of hav- 
ing handled the team for two- 
thirds of the season ahd having 
kept it in the running when it 
was at a low ebb of manpower, 
and also because of the part he 
had in developing Warneke, 
Herman and others, really was 
entitled to share in the series 
money.

ASEBALL is a highly expen- 
sive establishment. One of 

the costly experiments has been 
the government of this great 
sporting enterprise, now centered 
in the office of the commission- 
er. 

It is possible that if retrench- 
ment is really close to the hearts 
of the magnates, they may con- 
sider a change in this depart- 
ment, 

Some baseball men argue that 
the cost of the commissioner’s of- 
fice is considérable. The sum, if 
devoted to internal betterment of 
league conditions, might do more 
good than in its present employ- 
ment, they contend. 

It is pointed out that the busi- 
ness of baseball for many years 
was adequately conducted with- 
out a commissioner or his office. 
At that time a national commis- 
sion did the job and did it pretty 
well. Its sole cost to baseball 
was the pay of a secretary at a 
small salary and a modest office 
expense. The members of the 
commission drew no salariés as 
such, for they cotisisted of the 
presidents of the two big leagues, 
and a volunteer chairman who 
acted without pay, Garry Herr- 
mann, 

The business of the commis- 
sioh was then transacted at a to- 
tal expense, if memory serves 
correctly, considerably below the 
sum paid to the commissionér as 
an annual salary.

P preconceptions of the bridge 
expert. Not only is he a man 
conservatively to be described as 
corpulent, somehow one looks for 
an expert in so racking a game as 
contract to be nervous, lean, but 
he uses, abuses, or discards any and 
all systems as suite him. -Never- 
the-less he is conceded to be the 
best contract player by his fellow 
experts, and is captain of the well- 
nigh invincible quartet known as 
“The Four Horsemen”. , 
He is not primarily a bridge 
devotee. His biggest interest is 
outdoor life and sport, he has a 


dogs, for a time he had a fine 
racing stable, and now he goes 
in for tennis, golf, swimming and 
target “shooting. Contract ranks 
with him as an outstanding in- 
door sport, a sport for evening or 
for inclement days which, never- 
theless, he has mastered to an 
extent that few have equaled. Even 
though he does not necessarily con- 
sider it a beneficial factor in Amer- 
ican life, considers it just a game. 
“If it's a sunny day,” he said in 
discussing his view of contract, 
“there’s not much excuse for a 
rson who sits indoors and plays 
ridge. I do believe however, 
that contract is the finest of all 
games for the leisure hours of the 
night. I look on it as the contest 
between one's mind and the efforts 
of the cards to hide their secrets, 
“The cards, not opponents, are 
the real adversary. Use them well, 
treat them with respect. In return 
they will tell you their secrets and 
help you with Four plans. If you 
underrate their mystery and defy 
them, or try to force them to ac- 
complish miracles, they will band 
together to destroy you. 

“If you disregard the score of 
your opponent in golf and play 
against par, you will obtain the 
best results both in medal and 
match play. In bridge. try to get 
par. on each hand, whether you 
are playing or trying to defeat a 
contract of the opponents.

6 T is the intellectual appeal of 
bridge that holds the fine 
players. The gambling aspect 
of the game is insignificant. The 
good player will always prefer du- 
plicate to rubber play, for in the 
former the element of. luck is 
almost completely superseded by 
the battle of wits among a score 
or more players, all of whom hold 
the same hands in the course of 
the session. 

“Contract has every desirable 
characteristic to make it the ideal 
indoor pastime for our people. It 
takes their minds off private or 
business worries. It rests the brain 
not through idleness but by provid- 
ing a different incentive to thought. 
Finally, it includes the competitive 
factor in its broadest aspects. since 
consideration of age. sex, or phys- 
ical equipment are excluded. In- 
creasing age is no handicap, as in 


brings greater experience and riper 
judgment. 

“Contracts appeal as a sport 
is universal. Regarded in that 
capacity, I feel its effects are bene- 
ficial and wholesome to young and 
old alike.” 

One of the reasons, probably, 
that Sims does not adhere to any 
system is that such an adherence 
would limit the possibilities of the 
game for him. He does not believe 
in limitation. He is never satisfied, 
he insists, with his own bridge 
attainments, and for that reason

contract seriously tends toward in- 
provement, he says. 

His methods are sweepingly at 
odde with the systems followed by 
a majority of players, In theory 
of opening bids, forcing bids, and 
sterotyped procedure in defen- 
sive play he disagrees. Neverthe- 
less, he has won, at least once, 
virtually every major trophy offer- 
ed in America. His “disciples”, too, 
those who use his methods in 
play, have displayed 
the practical value of his instruc- 
tions by consistent victories, 

* * * 
HE success of Sims in bridge 
1 rests on the following four 
leading factors: 

1. His defensive play which, 
many experts admit, far surpasses 
that of any other living player. 

2. He makes the perfect part- 
ner. He anticipates and guides the 
actions and reactions of his partner 
and his opponents with uncanny 
precision. 

3. His superb card playing tech- 
nique, in which there is no weak 
spot. His great atidacity in bidding 
is backed by unlimited resourceful- 
ness in the play of the hand. 

4. The contract bidding princi- 
ples developed by him in close asso- 
ciation and consultation with his 
past and present teammates. 

In outlining his methods of con- 
tract bidding. he enumerated the 
following as the outstanding char- 
acteristics: | 

“First, soundness. A very rigid 
standard of primary trick valua- 
tion for opening bids, mated with 
extremely careful response proce- 
dure, protects us from serious pen- 
alties to misfit hands, and from 
over bidding or misbidding big 
hands in the slam zone. 

“Second, precision. The policy 
of having a trifle in reserve when 
bidding constructively, rather than 
straining to bid. In conjunction 
with our strict primary trick valua- 
tions, this gives us remarkable pre- 
cision, especially where it is most 
needed—in slam bidding and in 
close doubles of opponents’ bids. 

“Third, imagination. Great lib- 
erty is allowed to each partner in 
defensive bidding and play. Such 
matters as opening leads, are with 
us, decided by judgment rather 
than automatic rules. In cohstruc- 


low scopé for imagination in the 
bidding of difficult hands as we 
keep the bidding low in its early 
stages and so are enabled to make 
more bids, giving fuller informa 
tion, before we reach the danger 
zone, than are the exponents of sys- 
tems which call for the immediate 
bidding of the so-called ‘full value 
of the hand.’” 

Lawyers, Sims believes, are well 
in the lead as a profession in ability 
to play bridge. Their training, he 
says, imposes the habit of logical 
thinking, of grasping.the essentials. 
of yzing accurately the rela- 
tionship between cause and effect 


-In matters of detail, the legal mind 


“specializes in taking advantage of 
mistakes made by the opposition.“ 
Lawyers, according to Sims obser- 
vation, are generally very accurate 
as card players, and sound both in 
their judgment of situations and in 
their estimates of probabilities. 

Sims himself, nevertheless, is not 
a lawyer. He has spent most of 
his business career in banking and 
exporting. His work gave him 
spare time for sports and bridge, 
and he made the most of it. 

He was born in Selma, Ark., 
nearly 50 years ago, and enjoyed 
many advantages in early life. as 
his parents were wealthy. He first 
played cards when he was 10 years 
old—the game was whist. When 
he-was 15, he insists, he knew as 
much about cards as he does now. 

After his education was complet- 
ed, Sims entered the export busi- 
ness in New York. AS a represen- 
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chess expert and philanthropist, 
who herself has a record of 
achievement in several fields. She 
was the first licensed woman ama- 
teur airplane pilot, is a former 
skating champion, is a sculptor of 
talent, and paints portraits. In ad- 
dition, she is a ranking bridge play- 
er, and credited with the invention 
of the so-called “psychic bid.” 
However, regarding. the relative 
merits of men and women as bridge 
players, Sims has this to say: 
“The very best men players— 
those in the championship class— 


I consider definitely superior to the 
best women players. But as a gen- 
eral average the women’s standard 
is, I believe, higher than that of 
the men. Probably they spend 
more time at the bridge table in
